But investigators did not find evi- 
dence that the Trump team’s conduct 
amounted to a crime, Mueller said in 
the report revealed Thursday. 

The nearly 400-page report con- 
cludes that “the investigation did not 
establish that members of the Trump 
Campaign conspired or coordinated 
with the Russian Government in its 
election interference activities.”
